ATEE  LILIES  are 


the  easiest  of  all  the  flowers 


to 


raise;  water,  rich  soil  and  plenty  of  sunshine  being 
the  three  important  requisites. 


Hardy  Water  Lilies  can  be  successfully  transplanted  almost 
any  time  of  the  year  (April  being  the  best  month),  and  when 
the  roots  have  been  properly  set  out  (i.  e.,  stuck  in  the  mud), 
there  is  little  else  to  be  done  except  to  gather  the  flowers  and 
enjoy  their  rare  beauty  and  fragrance. 


Most  of  them  are  so  vigorous  that  they  will  take  care  of 
themselves  in  the  great  struggle  for  existence,  and  come  up 
blooming  and  smiling  from  May  to  September  every  year. 
Now  that  the  most  desirable  and  beautiful  varieties  are  so 
cheap  as  to  be  within  the  reach  of  everyone— it  is  strange 
that  any  person  with  a bit  of  water,  large  or  small,  does  not 
make  it  ‘‘blossom  like  a rose,’’  and  do  it  with  the  fragrant 
Water  Lily. 

The  tender  Nymphaeas  require  a little  more  attention,  but 
their  beauty  will  repay  one  for  the  trouble.
